PERMANENT TRUST FUNDS . 


The Mahala Gay fund of $1,000 was paid into the 
town treasury April 26, 1892, and the interest at 5 per © 
cent. is devoted to aid the town poor. 

The Frances L. Fuller cemetery fund of $50 was 
paid into the town treasury March 17, 1894, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent. is to be devoted to the care of her 
lot and monument in the cemetery. 

The Merriam G. Addison cemetery fund of $100 
was paid into the town treasury June 29, 1894, and the 
interest at 4 per cent. is to be used in the care of her lot 
in the cemetery. 

The Emily M. Childs cemetery fund of $50 was 
paid into the town treasury April 13, 1895, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent. is to be used in the care of George 
A. Nason lot in the cemetery. 

The Sophronia Paige cemetery fund of $60 was 
paid into the town treasury July 1, 1898, and the inter- 
est at 4 per cent. is to be used toward keeping in proper 
care the Daniel N. Adams lot in the cemetery. 

The Belinda Quimby cemetery fund of $100 was 
paid into the town treasury Jan. 30, 1g00, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent. is to be used in keeping the lots of 
her father and husband in proper condition and towards 
the general care of the cemetery. 

The Joseph Davis Jr. cemetery fund of $100 was 
paid into the town treasury June 30, 1900, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent. annually isto be used in keeping 
the burial lots of Joseph Davis and Joseph Davis, Jr., 


_ 
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in proper condition and the balance towards the general 
care of the cemetery. 

The Thirzah Kinsley Beal cemetery fund of $100 
was paid to town Feb. 15, 1901. Interest upon the same 
at 4 per cent annually to be used in keeping the Kins- 
ley lot in proper condition and the balance to be used 
towards keeping care of the cemetery. 

The Chastina B. Fowler cemetery fund of $40 was 
paid town Feb. 14. 1903. Interest upon the same at 4 
per cent. annually to be used for caring for her burial 
lot. 

The Lydia J. (Hill) Heath fund of $500 was paid 
to town by Charles McDaniel and David P. Goodhue 
trustees, Feb. 1, 1908. At the annual town meeting in 
March 1907, said fund was accepted on condition to pay 
said trustees or their successors an annual interest of 4 
per cent. for the benefit of the Springfield Union meet- 
‘ing-house society or church, agreeably to the condition 
in her will. 

February 13, 1909, David P. Goodhue paid to Town 
of Springfield $100 to be a permanent cemetery trust 
fund. 

By former vote of town four per cent. on this fund 
is to be used annually for proper care of his lot in 
Springfield cemetery, and toward the general use 
thereof. ‘ 

February 15, 1909, Charles McDaniel paid Town of 
Springfield Selectmen $roo, to be a permanent cemetery 
fund. 


By vote of town’four per cent. on this fund to be 
used for keeping the McDaniel lot in proper condition 
and for the general care of the cemetery. 
| March, 1909, Charles LL. Russell, executor of the 
estate of Frank B. Morgan, paid selectmen of Spring- 
field $50 to be a permanent cemetery fund to be at four 
per cent. annually, and the interest to be used for care 
of the Morgan lot.

October 1910, Arthur H. Soden and Mary Clement 
Metcalf paid into town $100 to be a permanent fund at 
four per cent. annually for the care of the Quimby and 
Clement lots.

SPRINGFIELD 
SCHOOL REPORT 


We had the opportunity to secure the services of 
two Normal school graduates for teaching the past 
year. All other teachers except one had taught several 
terms previously. Several of our pupils are now or 
have been attending high schools or academies. 

The discipline of our schools has not been as_ satis- 
factory as we desired. | 

Our School Board have all been teachers of the old 
school, yet we think we appreciate the ability of our 
modern teachers and their methods of instruction. 

In order to have our schools successful we need and 
must have the co-operation of teachers, parents and 
children. Our school law says, ‘‘Every person having 
the custody and control of a child between the ages of 
eight and fourteen residing in a school district, in which 
a public school is annually taught, shall cause such 
child to attend the public school all the time such school 
is in session.,’’ 

The law does not say fourteen or twenty weeks, but 
all the time the school isin session. Children’s sick- 
ness or physical disability would be a reasonable ex- 
cuse. No matter how competent the teacher, he or she, 
can not teach the boy or girl if notin school. We have 
had to many absences and tardinesses the past year and 
our children have suffered thereby. Our attendance 
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was so small that we did not get as much state aid as 
we should. We are also required to have at least, thir- 
ty weeks school each year. Now what is the good of 
school unless the children are there? Tardiness and 
dismissals are really absences and detrimental to the 
whole school. 

Our school books, paper, pens and pencils, as well - 
as other supplies furnished free, are to be properly and 
carefully used by each child. Parents must uphold, 
confer with and help the teachers to make a success of 
their boys or girls education and not look after some 
other parents, John or Jane. 

Please don’t mistake our meaning. We simply 
want all the time, work in working hours, play in 
earnest at recess and noon hour and return home 
promptly on time without loitering by the way. 

The boys and girls are soon to be our future men 
and women. Let us co-operate in the future for the 
betterment of our rising generation. 

We can have personal aid from our State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction in the enforcement of our 
school laws if thought necessary by the school board.
